Washing-  Chamois  Glovss. 

Tlie  chamoi*  gloves  iu  white  and 
light  alludes  which  are  worn  by  bicy¬ 
clists  may  be  washed  in  tho  following 
manner,  says  a  writer  in  the  New  York 
Sun:  Make  a  lather  with  castile  S‘»p 
and  warm  water,  using  a  spoonful  of 
ammonia  to  each  quart.  When  the  wa¬ 
ter  is  tepid,  put  the  gloves  in  it  and  let 
them  soak  for  a  quarter  of  an  hoar; 
thou  press  them  with  the  hands,  bat  do 
nut  wring  them.  Rinse  in  fresh  cold 
watir  with  u  little  ammonia  added 
Press  tho  gleves  in  a  toweL  Dry  them 
iu  the  open  air  after  previously  blowing 
to  puff  them  oat. 

How  to  Avoid  Sore  Throats. 

A  very  simple  precaution  taken  with 
the  throat  so  as  to  keep  it  wdl  and 
healthy  will  be  labor  and  time  very 
well  expended.  A  relaxed  throat  should 
be  attended  to  at  onoe.  A  gargle  can  be 
used  of  strong  vinegar  (or lemon  juioe), 
aud  cold  water  and  lemonade  ran  be 
drunk  often  Now  aud  then  the  throat 
most  be  painted  inside  with  a  solution 
of  tannic  acid  in  glycerin.  A  tonic 
must  be  taken,  and  the  throat  not  al¬ 
lowed  to  be  tco  much  covered  up. 

A  Wet  Umbrella. 

Most  people  make  the  mistake  of 
standing  a  wet  umbrella  up  n  Its  point 
to  dry.  This  is  clearly  an  error,  for  in 
this  position  the  water  will  trickle  down 
and  settle  iu  tbe  folds  at  the  narrow  end 
of  the  silk  and  so  rot  it  and  ru*t  th* 
wire®.  The  best  way  to  treat  an  um¬ 
brella  when  we*  is  to«  ope»  it  aad  wipe 
it  as  dry  a*  possible,  aud  then  stand  it 
on  its  handle  to  drain.  If  it  is  left  open 
until  dry,  the  silk  gets  stretched.

older.  Tbe  first  essential  uf  reform 
is  t  hat  the  reformer  shall  reform  him¬ 
self.  It  is  not  encouraging  for  a 
modern  advocate  of  several  utopian 
schemes,  for  instance,  to  enter  one 
of  the  most  gigautic  trusts  in  tbe 
country  and  aid  iu  raising  the  prioe 
of  a  great  commodity.  Such  reform 
ers  are  hindrances  to  auy  cause  thqy 
espouse.  We  ueed  to  live  as  nearly 
as  possible  up  to  tbe  great  tbeoriss 
we  teach. 

There  is  one  class  who  talk  inceas 
anlly  aud  wildly  aud  disgust  many 
people  who  would  otherwise  be  help¬ 
ful.  They  talk  iu  lugubrious  adjec¬ 
tives,  indulge  iu  invectives  aud  sul¬ 
phurous  phrases  of  denunciation. 
This  is  not  argument  aud  is  another 
melancholy  example  of  how  “not  to 
do  it.”
